



A vary good friend of mine, one Harry 0* Olazar, Vice- 
President of Fidelity Bond « Mortgage Co* of Phlladelphle, 
Pennaylvanle, was speaking to me the other day, and In the 
courae of the conversation expressed considerable surprise 
ft the proposition that unions with substantial funds In 
reserve have not Investigated and explored fully the possibility 
of the government Insured FHA and VA guaranteed mortgage 
loans* He stated, that the whole thought occurred to him 
as a result of reading the publicity release Issued apparently 
through or as the result of an Interview with Dave Beck* 

As a consequence, he told me that he wrote to Dave Beck, 
and In fact sent me a copy of his communication, which I 
am enclosing herewith* 

I do not know the extent to which you may have Investigated 
the possibilities posed by Mr* Olazar's suggestion* I felt 
that his letter would probably not receive too much attention 
because no doubt Dave Beck's publicity with respect to the 
Invested policies of the Teamsters Union has brought forward 
a lot of suggestions from a lot of "promoters, opportunists, 
and salesmen*" 

One af my associates represents the Fidelity Bond k Mortgage 
Co*, and as a consequence Is personally familiar with the 
type of thing Mr* Olazar Is speaking about In the letter 
he sent to Dave Beck* I felt that I should bring the matter 
to your attention and Inquire as to the possibilities of a 
conference or Interview between persons responsible for the 
union's investment policy and Mr* Olazar, whom I can recom¬ 
mend as a very responsible and conscientious person, and 
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one, who, notwithstanding his business, has always bean 
extremely friendly to the trade union plan and program. 

I am going to be away for several weeks, and If you feel 
that something might be done before March 30, 1951^ I 
would appreciate It If you so advise Mr. Rosenberg of my 
office whose name Is on this letterhead.

Dear Mr. Lehenayi 

In agr racant interview with Mr. Beck at Seattle I otaerved 
that nalthar you nor Mr. Back were very well Informed about what 
was going on with the Internal Revenue Department, either what had 
tranaplred or what was In the offing. Rather than imcoso myself 
upon Mr. Beck at that time, when his mind was on so many other things, 

I deemed It beat to pass the matter until a later date when we could 
nave uninterrupted attention about such an Important matter, as It 
behooves ua to see that he Is properly Informed and that he will 
not alt Idly by and let the Internal Revenue Department frame Its 
case against the unions. 

As you know, I am a member of the National Society of Public 
Accountants. We recently had a specially called meeting at the 
Ambassador Hotel with high tax officials and Treasury officials 
present. At this meeting I was Informed In strictest confidence, 
and this source of Information must never be disclosed, and we should let 
all Information come from the Government's side In open statement 
or actions as It did from our Kansas City man. I was told the 
following: "Because the American Federation of Labor and many 
other Labor organizations endorsed Democratic candidates In the 
recent election, certain Congressmen and Senators were Influenced In 
getting T. Colman Anderson appointed Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
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deatroy all of the fringe hereflts now enjoyed by union mersbers, and 
they will bring auch contributions to the welfare fund i/lthln the 
orbit of taxable Incoee. Thla caae ahould >e fought on the basis 
that It la Insurance bought and paid for Jointly by the enployer and 
eaployae In order to keep our membership off of the welfare rolls of 
the state or county. Thla la a good and sound belief and was expressed 
by Vr. Beck In the April laaue of the Teamster magazine, page 22. 

In thla one phase of the fight alone an all out effort on the part 
of the unions would bo Justified. In California alone, oviT 331/ilSf 
of the State's revenues goes to the Government's social welfare pro¬ 
gram. Thla menace to our society should be reckoned with now and 
ahould not be permitted to grow aa It has In the past few years. This 
rurden has grown during a period of full employment, if you please. 

Any alight receaalon In our economic growth will cauae this burden to 
Increase and would no doubt come to a dlatreaalng end for this country, 
as It waa the baalc cauae for the doi/nfall of the Roman rbipire. The 
union leaderahlp haa been far-sighted enough to realize that they 
ahould carry their own program of social wi-lfare In the form of Insurance, 
and are to be commended for the progress that they have made. However, 
putting auch funds Into taxable Income would only serve as a reduction 
of wages to us all. 

"axing strike benefits la not within the orbit of Income as it is 
a distribution of the savings In a time of need to the membership affected, 
and Wild be Juat aa ridiculous as taxing a man on amounts withdrawn from 
hla own savings account. This should be fought on this premise to 
the highest court In the land. And we would win, too! This happens to 
be the question that haa arisen In St. Louis with our council there. 

How United States special agents think that It Is Income anc subject to 
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all of the tax^s la more than ‘he writer can understand, tut It is 
a tax question that comes up with local unions regularly whare af^ents 
of the Government do not understand the source of such funds. This 
must not ba confused with the man who is hirad or employed by another 
union to do picketing. Ha is clearly an employee of the union. To 
make tha Covernment's plan a 11*tie more understandable, a few Informed 
Congrassmen and Senatora know of the foregoing plan of attack upon 
unions and to aea that thay were not enconpasaad with the same problem 
of expense accounting. Congress vo'ed ‘hemselves a 'ax expenae relief 
for expenses while in Washington. Thay will now be immune from attack 
and tha rest of the population who move about on expense accounts will 
ba aubjaet to the Traaaury Department's rigid examination. I repeat, 
the Patrlllo Supreme Court decision for examination of union books 
and records should be employed to the fullest extent. 

TAX DEPARTMT2JT ORCAJ.TZATION 

This department should be hesded by a man familiar with the fore¬ 
going situation and should have at least a research department that 
goes over every tax development, both federal and state, that affects 
tha unions, their membership, or their officials, or the crafts that 
they are employed In. “Yom such a department factual information 
should be given to our union officials currently so that they will not 
have to depend upon politicians and the newspapers for their information. 
A lawyer or tix? who specialize in 'union tax matters to advise locals 
and councils and *.ha unions of their legal rights; when issues are 
developed to apoLnt of basic principal then assist the local lawyers 
in appealing tha cases to the highest courts. Such department should 
make recommendations to the legislative department currently to express 
tha unions' view regarding any tax legislation that comes before 
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Congreaalonal or Stata laglslativa (odlaa, whare possible to raconnand 
foataring naw laws that would battar tha meobarahlp, unions or tha 
aaployaaa. This dapartmant should furnish for publicitv factual 
inforaation that would oaka tha manbarahip of tha unions tax conacioua 
and tia thaa aora eloaaly to tha national organization ao that thay 
will know wa ara protacting avary oaobar fron tha dangars of ovar- 
taxation. ‘^a tax dapartnant should hava wall informed men in the 
fiald who could aarve as council for local attorniea in ordar that 
thay claarly undaratand Labor's viaw on tax mattara. 

THE 0BJ3CTIVE 

Sinca tha unions hava had to publicly taka tha blame for inflation 
without a claar explanation that the unions and the benefits acquired 
by them in the past few years ara not out of balance with the inflation 
that haa bean imposed upon ua. Tha rapid increase in taxes in every 
inatanea ia added to prices until it was finally recognized that tha 
union contracta had to be based upon tha increased cost of living. 

All taxes are added to prices (except gift and estate taxes), either 
direct tax or indirect lax. Tha writer of this report feels that 
*axea should be I'abilizad and left alone. Let wages and prices adjust 
thamsalves to the taxes. This would be a stabilizing factor to our 
economy. The lowering of taxes would only cause deflation and another 
period of chaoa. A crusade of the truth about taxes that would keep 
all of our aeabersnip informed would do more to stop the administration 
from singling out unions and their membership and officials to exploit 
for additional revenues during the next few years. It is the opinion 
of tha writer from talking to several thousands of union members about 
their tax matters that if such a program was fostered by the unions it 
would do more to bring membership to us than any other thing that we can 
do at this time. Trusting that this report, suggestions and recommendations 
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will have your alncare conaldoratlon as It la a result of over ten 
years of study and reaaarch.

Tilts AWD PRICES 


Thar* hav* baan aany thaoriaa and concapta of taxas ainc* th* bag inn¬ 
ing of eiviliaation. In th* Unitad Stataa, with th* axcaption of two taxas— 
aatata and gift taxas—taxas ar* addad to pricaa, ragardlaaa of whathar it b* 
an aixeia* tax diraetly addad to th* pries of th* product or incoa* taxaa or 
walfar* taxaa. Th* raeant past adainiatrationa had th* following theory, 
and I quota th* lata Harry Hopklnat *Tax and tax and tax, and slsct and 
alaet and *l*et.*{ while our past Prasidant Truaan bluntly atatad that w* 
auat akia off th* surplus aaminga. Both of thaa* coaaanta ar* as ridiculous 
a concept as could avar have baan aad* bacaus* they gave no thought to th* 
historical background of taxas nor to the effect that taxas would hare on 
pricaa. Th* additions of taxas iapoaad by th* Daaocratie adainistrations 
aanrad on* positive purpose, and that was to raise prices. Th* saa* people 
who voted for th* ineraas* in taxas saaaad to b* first to critieis* Labor 
for asking an ineraas* of wages to ovarcose th* coat of living or th* ineraas* 
in pricaa. Th* spiral of avar incraaaing prices and inflation has baan th* 
spiral of taxaa and wages. 

Th* writer is of th* fira conviction that th* cutting of taxas would 
start a period of deflation with th* lowering of prices which would result 
in th* lowering of wages. To avoid th* chaos of a period of deflation taxas 
will have to raaain th* saw* for aany years to coa*. Labor should attaapt 
during this period of stabilisation to gat wagaa adjusted to th* praaant pricaa. 

Eaeaua* th* wag* oarnar has deducted froa hia pay check walfar* taxas 
and ineoaa tax ha auat bring hoa* enough to pay for th* nacasaitias of life, 
naaalyt food, clothing, ahaltar, and transportation, all of which itaas hav* 
ineraaaad in coat to th* consuaar or th* wag* aarnar. Thar* is littl* laft 


of th* pay chock to pay for th* luxuries of life such as antartalnaant. 
W* obaarv* that currantfkra pricaa ar* down while food prices hav* 





InerMsad •llghtlj. Th« ra««on !• tha incraasad coat of tranaportation, 
packaging aatariala, tazaa, and wagaa. So it will alvaja ba, that tfaa spraad 
batwaan tha narkat Talua of raw natariala (auch aa farn pricaa) and tha ratail 
coat of tha gooda aold ia avar on tha incraaaa with tha apiral of tazas and 
wagaa, until tha aconoaj of tha nation finally braaka. 





ID TRUST FUNDS 


Much attention haa baan givan bj the polltlelana and labor leadera tha 
world over to a workable collective aoclal welfare plan through aoclal aecurltj 
taxea paid by the eaployer aa well aa tha enployee, Bllllona of dollara have 
accuaulatad to the credit of thla prograe In tha United Statea during the 
recant period of high eaployaent. The coat of all the aoclal aecurltj haa 
to ba added to prlcea aa polltlelana and labor leadera increaae the beneflta 
In lean perloda to ba on an equltabla baala with increaalng prlcea or Inflation 
cauaad by taxea; the aurplua dlaappeara and they will Inevitably have to In- 
ereaaa tha coat of auch aoclal aecurltj to the eeployer and eaployee. Such an 
Incroaaa now la prograiied here In the United Statea wMch will aerloualy 
affect prlcea again and reduce the take hose pay of the worker. Hlatorlcally 
thara have bean only two countrlea ever to auccaaafully eatabllah auch a 
aoclal aecurltj progran, naaaly Denaark and Finland. It euat be noted that 
thaaa are aull countrlea with a Halted econoi^ and tha belief by the people 
of both countrlea that everyone ahould work If there la a day*! work available. 

Tha hlatory of the world ahowa that two Greek clvlllzatlona triad govern- 
aant aoclal welfare prograaa and felled In their atteapt. The Roaan Eaplra 
failed and waa finally liquidated by a handful of people froa Florence, Italy. 
Slnca tha Roaan hlatory la aore complete than the Greek or other clvlllzatlona 
we uae thla for a coapariaon with our own aoclal aecurltj and welfare prograaa. 
In auaaaary, taxaa becaae ao high that there waa hardly any uae for anyone to 
atay la bualneaa. The detailed work of keeping recorda waa ao burdenaoae 
that they gave up their buaineaaea In deapalr. Thua, the Idleneaa of the 
craftaaen and aaployeea of bualneaa cauaed a aoral decay to aet In aaong the 
Roaan people. Polltlelana of that period aet up what the Brltlah call a dole, 
p. aupply of wine and wheat, for the people who were uneaployad and Inflraad. 
Rlatorlana believe that the beginning of the dole ayatea In tha Roaan Eaplre 








and the burdanaoaa taxaa upon aalaa and aaploynant ara what brought about 
tha praaant bartar ayataa, whara buainaaa and paopla tradad gooda and axchangad 
no nonaj, which to a graat aztant la in practice in Italy at tha praaant tina. 
Tha bartar ayataa of aconoa^y, aat up to avoid taxaa, haa cauaad Europe to die. 
Many buainaaa nan ware afraid that auch a thing would happen to our own econony 
during tha dapraaaion.

Unlike other 
parioda wa find our great currant Labor laadara are atudanta of hiatoryand 
know tha foregoing appraiaal of atata welfare prograaa and their aalf-daatruc- 
tlon. Thaaa great nan have apokan out againat the walfara atata and have 
foatarad thair own walfata prograaa. They wanted to replace inadequate govarn- 
aant aid; they had a aincara conviction that Labor ahould carry on ita own 
walfara prograa eollactivaly within the uniona. John L. Lewia and Dave Back 
ara to bo coaaondod for thair clear thinking and far-aightadnaaa and thair 
loyalty to America. With auch devotion by auch great aan, and God willing, 
wa can aava our American way of life and roatoro order to tha politically and 
aconomiemlly confuaed atata in which wa find ouraalvaa at thia tina in tha 
Onitad Stmtoa. Theae aan wiat be given greater authority over tha Labor aova- 
mant and muat atriva oarnoatly with their God-given understanding and talants 
ta guida tha political leadership of our Government in a sound snd righteous 
prograa ao that wo will not fail tdiare all other nationa have.

Dear Dave: 

This is in further reference to the Dugan Brothers 
matter which I discussed with you last week. You asked for 
Job descriptions for the Mechanic Helpers, Washers, and 
Checkers. The following are Job descriptions of those 
classifications presently employed in Dugan Brothers local 
New Jersey branches, some ten in all. 

The Job classification for the Mechanic Helper and 
Mechanic is as follows: The skilled man is the Mechanic, the 
foreman of the branch garage, and is, of course, the manage¬ 
ment representative, and therefore, unorganized. The Mechanic 
Helper does maintenance work consisting of oiling, greasing, 
tire changing, tightening and replacing miscellaneous parts 
of the trucks that may be lost or broken, and he is not a 
skilled mechanic. He may be a helper that has had the average 
service station experience. 

The Washer indicates the Job of using a hose, brush 
and cloth to wash the trucks as required. The Checkers are 
also absolutely unnkilled and simply pick up the bread and cake 
from the floor of the garage when they have been delivered by 
the driver, examine the sales sheet attached to the door of 
the route truck, and simply place in the truck the pieces of 
bread and cake ordered by the Driver Salesman. They sweep up 
the floor at the end of the day and do any small paper work that 
needs to be done concerning the individual salesman's orders 
unrelated to the part of ordering individual merchandise.

As 1 explained to you, these men were in the New 
Jersey Teamsters local prior to World War II, but because at 
that time they were mainly part>time employees, high school 
boys, and those holding two Jobs, they did not pay the usual 
Teamsters' initiation fee. They could not secure men; the 
turnover was terrific, and as a result the organized Salesmen 
could not leave the local branch in the morning until manage¬ 
ment supervisors and sometimes Salesmen put up their own orders 
This class of men would not pay the Teamsters' monthly dues, 
which, of course, were in the company check-off. The three 
union Teamster leaders were practical in this war emergency, 
and because of the rapid turnover simply dropped the union 
representation and because the turnover has continued during 
the Korean war they have never again picked it up. 

I believe, however, that this being the only class 
of men in the Sales Department that is not organized, and the 
fact that they work with the organized A.F. of L. Driver Sales¬ 
men, and that their work is connected with part of the Driver 
Salesmen's duties that they should be in these locals. 

I also believe that the reason these men should be a 
part of the latter unit, which is the sales unit, has been ably 
supported by two recent decisions in the spring of 1954 in the 
Columbia Baking Company, Atlanta, Georgia, and Continental 
Baking Company, Cincinnati, Ohio, in which the national N.L.R.B 
issued new rulings that maintenance men or mechanics being a 
smaller segment and depending upon the larger unit and really 
an integrated part of this unit, should not have separate 
union representation. 

I understand that the three Teamster local heads are 
agreeable to again try to secure union representation for this 
class of men, and the company is agreeable providing the men 
themselves are willing to be organized. 

Would appreciate your advising me as soon as possible 
that it is satisfactory for these men to join the Temasters 
locale in Dugan Brothers.

I did speak to William Mullenholz about 
furnishing the data with respect to the VA mort¬ 
gages, but he tells me he would have to get 
clearance from the Committee. In the meantime, 
our contact In New York has said that he would 
be In a pocltlon to liquidate on favorable terms 
the Union's VA holdings but he needs more details.

Dear Harold: 

Some time ago, we advised you of a decision of 
Supreme Court Judge Arthur D. Brennan who granted a dairy 
company's motion for eummary Judgment, agreeing that milk 
vending machines Installed In apartment houses constituted 
an accessory use to an apartment and, therefore, were 
permissible and were not In violation of the zoning ordinance 
of the City of New Rochelle restricting the area to resi¬ 
dential use only. The City at that time had rules that 
milk vending machines constituted a commercial operation and 
as such could not be operated In apartment buildings. 

This decision of the Supreme Court Judge Brennan 
was appealed by the City of New RochelLg and the Appellate 
Division, In a four-to-one decision, reversed the Supreme 
Court's findings. The decision, as announced this past week, 
reads. In part, as follows; 

"By means of coin-operated machines, 
a commercial enterprise, for a profit. Is being 
conducted In that the sale of milk for money 
Is thereby effected. That Is not an accessory 
use, but Is Itself strictly a business use." 

Dellwood Dairies, Inc., Is expected to appeal the 
finding to the highest court In the state, namely, the Court 
of Appeala. In the meantime, the City of New Rochelle Is 
going to hold off any order to remove the milk machines until 
the firm has made Its decision whether or not It will appeal, 
and. If It does appeal, until a final decision Is entered.

Such rule 
was adopted following an earlier Bar Association function which re¬ 
sulted In a great deal of unfavorable publicity to the Bar. The rule 
1st 

”No connlttee of the Florida Bar Association may have 
as a speaker at an official function any person who Is 
either a convicted felon, disbarred from the practice of 
law, under Indictment, under suspension from the Bar, or 
otherwise under criminal or disciplinary charges." 

As I pointed out to you, the Co-Chairmen of the Labor Law 
Institute were In agreement that you would be an excellect choice to 
speak at the banquet of the Labor Relations Law Committee and It was 
the feeling of both management and union attorneys making the arrange¬ 
ments that a service to the Bar was being performed In Inviting you, 
and In your acceptance. Such feeling was based upon the knowledge 
that, as a dominant figure In the field of union activities, and as 
one of the most controversial figures of our times, you would be able 
to present an authoritative view point on topics of Interest to all 
Interested In the Labor Relations field.

The IntarnAtional Brotherhood of Teamsters Union 
ballavea In reality and It bellevas In facing facts. It also 
bellevaa that progress can only be made by going forward. It Is 
for thasa reasons that we accept the Inevitability of automatic 
materials handling but also all other forms of automation. 

7a stand now on the threshold of the second Industrial 
revolution. It can be a nightmare or a blessing not only to the 
workingman but to consumer and management and the country as a 
whole. '7a must learn from the mistakes of the past. 

The endorsement of a philosophy of progress Is what has 
made America great. In the past 25 years more tlian 20'>mllllon jobs 
have been created In this co\mtry because the American workers and 
their unions have not only accepted but developed new ways of doing 
things. 

One email example In our own union concerns the develop¬ 
ment of the vending machine. This mechanized salesman now handles 
almost any product. Instead of fighting the development of this 
device tha Teamsters have worked along with Its expansion because 
they know the more places a product Is displayed the more of It 
will be sold. 

The Teamsters also realize that more efficient ways of 
doing things mean higher wages for themselves. For example: one 
manufacturer In Chicago, with whom we have a contract, recently 
built a very expensive warehouse using automation, and ended up 
with more employees than before, primarily due to the greater 



volume of business he was able to handle

A Minneapolis company where we had 50 people under 
contract in the warehouse ten years ago, now has more than 150 
people doing the same type of work due to an increase in business 
after installation of automatic handling machinery. 

Another good point from the viewpoint of the worker who 
does a routine and boring Job is that he will be relieved to do 
more interesting work. 

However, we must be careful that we do not relieve too 
many people from their Jobs without providing new positions for 
thea. It is all very well for scientists and economists to talk 
glibly of ''Temporary dislocations by automation,** but to the 
worker who is affected it simply means that he is out of a Job. 

We have, for Instance, a warehouse in an eastern city 
now doing twice the business it did 15 years ago with 100 fewer 
workers. 

*ien this happens — fewer men produce more things ♦- 
we are planting the seeds of economic instability from which a 
depression can spring. 

Stories in business Journals which emphasize the number 
of employees displaced by automatic machines always make me uneasy. 
It is all very well to get a steam shovel to do the work of a 
hundred men, but unless Jobs are found for those men we will wind 
up with nothing but an economic hole in the ground. 

/hlle many members of the Teamsters' Union do not have 

never 

to fear the Inroads of automation because they/will develop a 
pusn-button driver, we do have hundreds of thousands of members 






working in warehouses, canneries and production plants who will 
ba affected. 

These people are the ones who will eventually feel the 
affecta of automatic machinery Just as it has already been felt 
in our economy as a wnole and in steel, oil, and automobile 
manufacturing. 

For example, last year our national production rate 
increased 5% while overall employment decreased The steel 

industry in January actually employed 42-thousand workers less 
than a year ago but in the meantime the ingot production rose 
d,d3<i|000 tons — up lljl. 

Automobile makers are currently rolling nearly ^0% more 
cars off their assembly lines with only an increase of in 
employment over last year. In the oil industry 137~thousand 
workers are now producing 22% more than l47~thousand workers did 
seven years ago. 

A recent government estimate of conditions in 19^5 
listed some of tha benefits which can come out of automation in 
the next ten years. 

It said the average workweek would drop to 35 hours while 
worker efficiency would increase 30 to hO%. There will be longer 
vacations, more holidays and a definite possibility of a 3~dAy week¬ 
end. The average income, which is now $5|400 a year, will rise 
to $6,d00. Most of this increase will go into buying the good 
things of life. The government experts estimate 73~Bllli'3n 
people at work, l>million more than mow are employed. Spending 
for industrial plants and equipment will exceed a billion dollars

^a sust alvays reoeab^^r that aaehines do not buy products 
frua aach othar; the vcalth of a nation lies in the purcoasin^ power 
of ita individusds. 

Manageaent aust develop a feeling of huaanity; it oust 
not concern itself only with tae making of a "fast dollar" without 
Cunaidering the effect on its workers and its consumers. The 
cunsuaer .ust benefit through lower prices and higher quality. 

Labor aust teaa with government to control this phenoaenon through 
legislative action and collective bargaining. 

Labor, too, will be ever on the alert to get increased 

benefits for ita aeabers. Labor realizes that we must maintain 

an expanding oconoay to take care of our ever-growing nation, but 

it also realizes that workers must get their adequate sliare of 

increased productivity, "he working aen and voaen of .\merlca will 
autoaatic aaehines 

accept/only as long as they benefit from thea by higher standards 
of living, shorter working hours and aore security for themselves 
and their faailies.
